Right \of Congress’ to De 
‘value Dollar Creates 


‘Congenital Infirmity’ in 
All Such Covenants. 


By the Associated Press. a4 

WASHINGTON, March 1.— The 
Supreme Court held today by a 5 
to 4 decision, that a private con- 
tract for gold bullion could be paid 
off at its face value in present de- 
valued money. 

It ruled the 1933 congressional 
resolution prohibiting payment, of 
obligations in gold was validly ap- 
plied to contracts for bullion. as 
well as coin. 

The decision was a victory for 
the Government. The majority 
opinion was delivered by Justice 

. Justices Van Devanter, 
McReynolds, Sutherland and Butler 
dissented. They also dissented in 
the first gold clause decision. 

The opinion affirmed rulings by 
the First Circuit Court of Appeals 
and the Massachusetts District 
Court. 

The decision was a defeat for the 
Holyoke (Mass.) Water Power Co., 
which had sought to collect $28,- 
874 additional from the American 
Writing Paper Co. of Massachu- 
setts on rental contracts negotiated 
more than 40 years ago for water 
power rights on the Connecticut 
River. 

Effect of Gold Resolution. 

“In last analysis,” the majority 
opinion said, the case for the pe- 
titioner amounts to little more than 
this, that the effect of the resolu- 
tion in its application to these 
leases is to make the value of the 
dollars fluctuate with variations in 
the weight and fineness of the 
monetary standard, and thus de- 
feat the expectation of the parties 
that the standard would be con- 
stant and oe value relatively sta- 
ble. 

“Such, indeed. is the efect, and 
the covenant of the parties is to 
that abortive. But the disappoint- 
ment of expectations and even the 
frustration of contracts may be a 
lawful exercise of power when ex- 
pectation and contract are in con- 
flict with the public welfare.” 

The opinion quoted this from 
the celebrated gold decision: “Con- 
tracts may create rights of. prop- 
erty, but when contracts deal with 

‘a subject matter which lies-within 
the control of the Congress, they 
have a congenital infirmity.” 

“To that congenital infirmity this 
covenant succumbs,” today’s opin- 
ion concluded. 

Terms of the Contract, 

The paper company had paid 
$42,558 on three rentals due in 1934 
and 1935. The power concern 
sought the larger amount on the 
contention that lowering the gold 
content of the dollar made the con- 
tract worth more in the money now 
used, One of the contracts, typical 
of the others, called for “a quan- 
_ tity of gold which shall be equal in 
amount to $1500 of the gold coin of 
the United States of the standard 
of the weight and fineness of the 
year 1894, or the equivalent of this 
commodity in United States cur- 
rency.” 

Under recent legislation gold no 
longer can be exchanged as cur- 
rency. Hence, the power company 
demanded more dollars, at the rate 
of $35 per ounce of pure gold. Pay- 
ment was at the old rate of $20.67 
per ounce.

In that way the 
size of the Court could be held 
down. 

So far, neither side has discussed 
the President’s discretionary de- 
lay power in the bill as now drafted 
but it will undoubtedly be attacked 
by opponents of the Court enlarge- 
ment program, as additional evi- 
dence that the President wants 
Congress to give him unlimited 
power. 

The latest spokesmen for the 

President's plan, Senators Thomas 
of Utah and Smathers of New Jer- 
sey, now frankly concede that 
the President’s demand for “new 
blood” in the Court, is an appeal 
for Justices who will be favorable 
to ‘his point of view. This was the 
position taken by Senator Byrnes 
of South Carolina, who is some- 
times called the President's per- 
sonal spokesman in the Senate.

MORE SHOE WORKERS 


Seven Massachusetts Factories 
Affected; 1500 Employes 
Remain in Plants.

BOSTON, March 1.—Shoe work- 
ers, estimated by labor leaders to 
number more than 1700, went on 
strike in seven additional Massa- 
chusetts factories today.

LIGHTS TO BE READY SOON 


The Bureau of Air Commerce is 
expected shortly to complete instal- 
lation of a system of ground lights 
on the eastern end of the long 
runway at Lambert-St. Louis field 
which is to be part of the bureau’s 
instrument landing system.

| possible the resumption of benefit 
payments to sugar producers, which 
the President proposed. 

“I am definitely advised, Mr. 

Roosevelt said, “that such a tax 
would not increase the average cost 
of sugar to consumers.” 
He recommended that in evolving 
a new control system provision 
should be made for preventing 
child labor and establishing a mini- 
mum wage standard. 

The Jones-Costigan Act, which 
expired last December, but was 
tontinued in — through this 
year, authorized the Secretary of 
Agriculture to allot the estimated 
annual sugar consumption of the 
country among beet and cane do- 
mestic producers and such off-shore 
producers as those in Hawaii, the 
Philippines and similar insular pos- 
sessions. 

The act originally became law as 
an amendment to the Agricultural 
Adjustment Act. Certain provisions, 
principally that imposing a proc- 
essing tax, became inoperative when 
the AAA was ruled unconstitution- 
al and benefit payments to produc- 
ers ceased, 

$100,000,000 a Year. 

The President said the excise tax 
would yield “approximately 3100, 
000,000 per annum to the Treasury 
of the United States, which would 
make the total revenue from sugar 
more nearly commensurate with 
that obtained during the period 
1922-1929.” 

„Quotas,“ the President said, in- 
fluence the price of sugar through 
the control of supply; consequent- 
ly, under a quota regulation of the 
supply of sugar, a tax may be levied 


without causing any adverse ef- 


fect, over a period of time, on the 
price paid by consumers.” 

The President asked for special 
safeguards, in any legislation, for 
the rights of small producers to as- 
sure them “an equitable share of 
the benefits offered by the pro- 

m.“ 

“In this connection,” he said, I 
suggest also that you consider the 
advisability of providing for pay- 
ments at rates for family-size 
farms higher than those applicable 
to large operating units.” 

Fixing Standards of Labor. 

With regard to fixing standards 


of labor, he said: 


“I recommend ... that the pre- 
vention of child labor and the pay- 
ment of wages of not less than min- 


imum standards, be included among 


the conditions for receiving a Fed- 
eral payment.” 

The interests of the consumer 
should be protected, he said, by a 
provision “to prevent any possible 
restriction of the supply of sugar 


that would result in prices to con- 


sumers in excess of those reason- 
ably necessary, together with condi- 
tional payments to producers, to 
maintain the domestic industry as 
a whole and to make the production 
of sugar beets and sugar cane as 
profitable as the production of the 


principal other agricultural crops.”’ 


He asked that no decrease be 
made in other countries’ share in 
the total sugar quota “in order to 
protect the expansion of markets 
for American exports.” — . 

Under his recommendations, he 
said, it was estimated the income 
of foreign countries from sales of 
sugar here “would not be less than 

hat obtained during 1935, and, like 
the total income of domestic sugar 
producers, it can be expected to in- 
crease in future years as our con- 
sumption requirements expand.”

NEW DEVICE TO LG 
DATA OF ARR FLIGHT 


Commerce Department to 
Make Tests—Aim Is to De- 
termine Pilots’ Efficiency, 


By the Associated Press. 

WASHINGTON, March 1, — Air 
Commerce Bureau offitials report- 
ed today they soon will begin ex- 
periments with one of the newest 
airline safety devices, a mechanical 
eye, which will record how pilots 
handle their planes. 

The instrument, known as an air 
log, is a cylindrical, metal-incloged 
gadget fitted into planes to record 
speed, direction, altitude and other 
data during flight. 

By studying the record, officials 
said, airline supervisors. can tell 
much about how efficiently the pilot 
operated his plane and whether he 
observed all safety regulations and 
instructions. 

The bureau has ordered 10 of the 
instruments and will place them on 
transport planes. Pilots will not 
know whether their ships carry the 
device, and the bureau thus hopes 
to procure. a fair cross-section of 
flying technique. 

Records will be examined jointly 
by the airlines and the bureau to 
determine whether the instrument 
should be installed on all transport 
planes. 

Another study planned by the bu- 
reau when projected expansion of 
its research division is effected in- 
volves the possibility of catapulting 
transport planes into ‘the air to 
make take-offs safer. 

Officials explained that catapult- 
ing might be safer than the present 
running takeoff because planes im- 


mediately would be shot to a suffi- 


cient altitude to permit maneuver- 


ing to a safe landing if an engine 


failed. | 

At present, engine failure in the 
take-off finds the ship with little 
altitude to maneuver out of a stall 


{and crash. 


In. addition, bureau authorities

WESTERN EUROPE HiT 
BY VIOLENT STORM 


98-Mile-an-Hour Wind in Wales 
—Snow Drifts 20 Feet 
Deep— Many Fatalities.

LONDON, March 1—One of the 
worst storms in recent years lashed 
the British Isles, the coast of west- 
ern Europe and North Africa to- 
day. Nineteen deaths were attrib- 
uted to the storm. : 

The wind reached a velocity of 


was greater than hurricane force 


of 75 miles an hour. 

Most of the 12 fatalities in Britain 
resulted from exposure and exhaus- 
tion. Snow drifted 20 feet deep in 
some sections, isolating many vil- 
lages. 

Four persons were lost when a 
sailboat capsized off Casablanca, 
French Morocco. English Channel 
steamers were delayed as much as 
five hours while snow and high 
winds drove across England and 
northern France. 

Three men were killed at Brest 
in a quarry landslide loosened by 
continuous rain and snow. River 
transportation between Paris and 
Rouen was suspended when the 
flooded Seine continued to rise. 
Tributaries of the Seine had begun 
to fall, however, and it was hoped 
the crest of the flood would be 
reached Tuesday. 

At the height of the storm, a 
section of the Dover ¢liffs, estimat- 
ed to weigh 3000 tons, broke loose 
and crashed down onto a closed 
factory. There were no casualties.

No Admission, Accept No Expenses

Effective next October, admission 
to home games on any of the Hop- 
kins 13 sports schedules will be 
free; as soon as existing commit- 
ments are absolved, athletic author- 
ities announced, “the university will 
neither pay guarantees to visiting 
teams, nor will it accept guarantees 
when its teams play away from 
home.” 

Another New Angle. 

“Contests generally will be sched- 
uled on a two-year home-and-home 
basis, the visiting team always pay- 
ing its own traveling expenses,” Dr. 
G. Wilson Shaffer, director of ath- 
letics, asserted. 

“We do not plan any reduction 
in our intercollegiate program,” Dr. 
Shaffer continued. “The only dif- 
ference from the former method is. 
that a budget established for the 
department of physical -education 
and athletics will be broadened to 
include.the expenses of inter-col- 
legiate competition without count- 
ing on any problematical. profit 
from gate receipts or guarantees.” 

The formal announcement of the 
revolutionary change of policy said 
the university “in effect, has placed 
athletics at the level which they

But Oil Men Fear Govern- 
ment Planning Program 
Will Limit Private Devel- 
opment of Resources.

MEXICO, D. F., March 1.—For- 
eign business has been given the 
go-ahead signal by President Lazaro 
Cardenas, who assured investors 
they have nothing to fear in Mex- 
ico, but observers here say all direc- 
tion signs tend to point only one 


way, to the left. 

A flurry of excitement over re- 

rts the Mexican Government was 
making ready to nationalize the big 
oil industry partly subsided last 
week with Cardenas’ assurance le- 
gitimately acquired foreign interests 
had nothing to fear. 

Most oil men, however, persisted 
in their old, oft-expressed belief the 
country’s long-range planning for 
control over natural resources soon- 
er or later would put sharp limita- 
tions upon, if not do away with, for- 

eign exploitation of petroleum, min- 
erals, water power and the like. 

United States business representa- 
tives, with an estimated stake, not 
including bonds, of $635,000,000 be- 
low the Rio Grande, today are sur- 
veying a series of recent develop- 
ments in an effort to read the fu- 
ture. 

Law on Taking Over Property. 

These developments include: 

Passage of the expropriation law, 
yet to be applied or tested in the 
Mexican Supreme Court, which au- 
thorizes this Government to take 
over private property for, among 
other things, “tne better distribu- 
tion of wealth.” 

A long-range governmental trend 
toward nationalization of the oil in- 
dustry, something not expected to 
come about in one, two or three 
years, but something foreseen by 
oil men as inevitable sooner or lat- 
er. United States oil investments 
in Mexico total some $200,000,000. 

A recent Supreme Court ruling 
holding state governments empow- 
ered to expropriate “movable” as 
well as “immovable” agricultural 
properties, making machinery, tools 
and transportation facilities subject 
to seizure. 

A statement by the Department 
of National Economy recently that 
all mining titles, whatever their 
date, could be invalidated if the 
proper works of exploration and ex- 
ploitation were not carried out, 
meaning that temporarily idle mines 
could be nationalized. An estimat- 
ed $100,000,000 of United States 
money is invested in Mexican mines.

SIX STATES SEEK 
MORE FEDERAL AID 


Telegram Is Sent to Chief 
Executive After Meeting 
Held at Call of New 
York Official.

WASHINGTON, March 1—Presi-| 


dent Roosevelt agreed today to re- 
ceive the Governors of six indus- 
trial states March 10 to discuss 
proposals for an “efficient and 
sound’ solution of the unemploy- 
ment relief problem. 

The Governors of New Tork, 
Minnesota, Illinois, Massachusetts, 
Wisconsin and Rhode Island asked 
for the meeting last night after a 
conference in Gov. Herbert H. Leh- 
man's Park avenue apartment in 
New York City. 

Their telegram to the President 
said: 

“The cost of relief to employables 
cannot be borne by local units of 
government and we protest against 
the imposition of this burden on 
to the states and local units of 
government.” 

The conference, arranged by Gov. 
Lehman, was an informal discus- 
sion of all phases of relief prob- 
lems, which were found to be sim- 
ilar in the states represented. The 
Governors were understood to be 
unanimous in the belief that the ad- 
ministration’s plan to cut down the 
WPA rolls would throw a heavy 
strain on the funds of municipal as 
well as state governments. 

With “scores of thousands” of em- 
ployables still on home relief rolls, 
as one spokesman put it, the state 
and loca] relief agencies would be 
hard pressed to take care of per- 
sons severed from the WPA rolls 
who were unable to find jobs in 
private industry. 

Governors Who Signed Protest. 

The Governors who met with Leh- 
man and who joined him in signing 


the telegram to President Roosevelt 


were: Eimer Benson of Minnesota,’ 


Henry Horner of Illinois, Charles 
F. Hurley of Massachusetts, Philip 
F. La Follette of Wisconsin, and 
Robert E. Quinn of Rhode Island. 

Gov. George H. Earle of Penn- 
sylvania was invited but he no- 
tified Lehman he would be unable 
to attend because he still was suf- 
fering slightly from the shock of 
a recent automobile accident. Gov. 
Frank Murphy of Michigan also 
sent his regrets. In a telegram from 
Palm Beach, Fia., he said: “I want 
you and the others present to know 
that I am in complete sympathy 
with the objectives of the confer- 
ence.” 

The text of the message to Presi- 
dent Roosevelt follows: 

“We have just rinished a con- 
ference during which we discussed 
from every viewpoint the relief and 
unemployment problems which our 
states are facing today and also 
those of the immediate future. The 
conference. proved that the condi- 
tions and difficulties of these prob- 
lems in our respective states are 
similar. 

“We are unanimously of the same 
view regarding certain points which 
we respectfully submit to you for 
your consideration in the prepara- 
tion of your program of unemploy- 
ment relief and its submission to 
the Congress. 

Six Points Put Forward. 

“Some of these points are as 


follows: 

“1. In accordance with the pol- 
icy advocated by you in 1935 the 
Federal Government should offer 


work relief and other forms of em- 
ployment to all the needy employ- 
ables. 

“2. We believe that WPA work- 
ers should not be removed from the 
rolis until they can be absorbed in 
private industry. 

“3. When WPA workers are re- 
moved they should be replaced by 
other needy employables taken 
from the relief rolls. 

“4. In order to encourage WPA 
workers to accept private employ- 
ment procedure should be simpli- 
fied to assure re-employment on 
WPA rolls when private employ- 
ment of them ceases. 

“5. The cost of relief to employ- 
ables cannot be borne by local units 
of government and we protest 
against the imposition of this bur- 
den on to the states and local units 
of government.

SHERIFF ASKS FOR PLANES 
TO STOP SALVAGE WORK 


Sixth Person Loses Life in Trying 
to Get Gasoline from Aban- , 
doned Tanker. 


ST. IGNACE, Mich., March 1.— 
Sheriff William W. McCauley called 
on Army planes today to bomb the 
hull of the J. Oswald Boyd, gaso- 
line-laden tanker aground in upper 
Lake Michigan, to halt a new rush 
of salvaging operations. which 
already has cost six lives.

does not, for example, apply to a 
Far in this hemisphere, and it 
. would not, I think, have any im- 
portant practical bearing on a war 
in Asia between Japan and a Rus- 
go-Chinese combination. 

It is designed for that possible 
great war which the Fascist states 
might provoke, and its object is to 
Q keep America unentangled, yet not 
to ruin American agriculture and 
industry by a complete embargo 
and not to weaken vitally the de- 
fenses of the democratic nations. 

To be sure, the bill does not say 
all this in its text, but that is 
what it says between the lines, 
and that is the way it will, I think, 
be read in the chancelleries and 
war offices of Europe. 

It seeks to prevent American en- 
tanglement by prohibiting the sale 
of arms to any warring govern- 
ment, or the raising of war loans 
in America, and it permits the 
President to embargo any other 
commodities if he thinks their ex- 
port will cause trouble. 

Giving the President this discre- 
tion is a compromise between those 
who would like to prevent virtually 
all trade with belligerents and those 
who think a total embargo would 
mean economic disaster in the Unit- 
ed States and mortal peril to democ- 
racy abroad. Congress, unable to 
agree on either of these two oppo- 
site policies, would, under the Pitt- 
man bill, leave the discretion to the 
President.

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These are grave objections and 
they ought not lightly to be disre- 
garded by Congress.

Those who favor a mandatory 
embargo on all war trade are un- 
doubtedly sincere.

The bill would be much better if 
the power to embargo commodities 
which are not actual weapons of 
war were eliminated. The bill 
would still prevent America from 
becoming the arsenal of Europe 
and, with war loans prohibited, the 
dangers of a war inflation would 
be reduced. 

On the other hand, we could 
still export cotton, food, oil, copper 
and other raw materials and no 
nation could challenge our legal 
right. We should thus keep our 
own people employed and ‘should 
not deny to our best customers and 
to our most friendly neighbors the 
right to buy necessities when they 
need them most. 

That, it seems to me, would be 
the best solution under the circum- 
stances, but if we must choose be- 
tween mandatory embargoes and

“They plunge into matrimony with- 
out a thought to the financing of 
it, and trust in the Good Lord to 
pull them out. This is more often 
the woman’s doing than the man’s. 
Man is naturally a timid creature, 
given to calculating before he 
acts. But not so with the female. 
at least in this country. She 
prefers to race ahead, happily un- 
aware that the day for the settling 
of accounts is bound to come.” 

Dr. Lippincott made quite a case 
for the poor men who are bull- 
dozed into marriage, before they 
feel ready to swing it, and who de- 
velop a first-rate case of the jitters 
as the fateful day approaches. He 
pointed out that in Europe it is 
the women who do the calculating. 
They start young to build up a 
trousseau and will not consider an 
alliance until they feel they have 
sufficient equipment, clothing, linen 
and so forth, to “run” them for as 
long as 10 years after the wedding.

In every budget there should be 
an allowance for savings, Dr. Lip- 
pincott stated, because no other 
agency, neither the State nor the 
Federal Government, can provide 
for your future security as well as 
you yourself can. Then when it 
comes time to “get out” of mar- 
riage, the financial adjustment for 
the surviving members of the fam- 
ily is much easier. By “getting out 
of marriage” the professor did not 
mean divorce, but death. 

“Suppose the man goes first, leav- 
ing behind a family for whom the 
wife then becomes responsible. Sup- 
pose also that she has devoted her- 
self for a number of years to the 
rearing. of this family; and that, if 
she ever was trained for employ- 
ment, she is now incapable of secur- 
ing work. The man must have 
made provisions. He may choose 
to do it through life insurance. He 
may have put his savings aside in 
‘the bank. Or, he may have con- 
centrated on owning his own home. 
That, to my mind, is the best pos- 
sible protection for the woman who 
is left alone. The house itself may 
deteriorate in value, but at least it 
means shelter. If the widow is a 
resourceful person at all, and it be- 
comes necessary, she can take in 
boarders, or bake cakes in her own 
kitchen to sell. Thus the owned 
home can become not only ‘home,’ 
but a workshop.”

Let her check all the bills 
carefully. Even the most conscien- 
tious clerks can make mistakes, and 
it’s poor business to pay for what 
you don’t get when it’s hard enough 
to pay for what you do get. Some- 
times it works out better if the hus- 
band turns over to the wife money 
with which to pay household bills, 
since she knows the costs better. 
He is often the irresponsible one. 
As a rule the sense of responsibility 
comes much more quickly to the 
wife than it does to the husband.”
